The reply filed on April 2, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following onussion(s) or 
matter(s): 

The independent claims not previously withdrawn from consideration due to a non-elected invention and by original 
presentation, i.e. claims 89, 105, 107, 117 and 118, have been amended to state that the proteins are expressed from independent 
expression control elements. As explained on page 2 of the Office action mailed June 5, 2002, this limitation encorrq}asses expression 
from an expression vector, which was the subject matter of Group II in the restriction requirement mailed May 7, 1999. Applicant 
elected group I in the instant apphcation in the amendment submitted June 7, 1999, which is drawn to a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising early and late proteins of the papillomavirus. As the claims are currently amended in the instant case, there is no 
distinction between administering the papillomavirus polypeptides in an expression vector from independent expression control 
elements and administering an expression vector expressing papillomavirus polypeptides from independent expression control 
elements, which is the subject matter of non-elected group II. Applicant is required to amend the instant claims so that the subject 
matter examined remains consonant with the elected invention.
